Journey Through t 


e Past: 


Early Days of Santa Cruz 


On October 17, 1769, the ex- 
plorers with Don Gaspar de 
Portola happened upon the 
largest river they had seen since 
leaving Mexico. It was the San 
Lorenzo River, which at that time 
lacked concrete banks and 
overpassing freeways. Spanish 
Mission Revival and Felton Funk 
had yet to be born, and the 
dominant local architecture was 
the indigenous Indians’ 
smokehouse style. 


Governor Portola and his crew 
were searching for the Monterey 
Bay, described by the navigator 
Vizcaino in 1602 as “‘a harbor 
sheltered from all winds.” The 
description was so misleading and 
the actuality so disappointing that 
the Spaniards walked all the way 
around the bay without realizing 
they had found it. 


Portola continued on to 
discover a hitherto unsuspected 
bay — San Francisco — but this 
hardly consoled him for his failure. 


A later expedition accompanied 
by sea, realised that this slight 
indentation in the coast with the 
San Lorenzo River was in fact 
Vizcaino’s bay. 


Bureaucracy being what it is, or 
was, the capital of California was 
duly established at Monterey, 
even though San Francisco was 
clearly ‘the better site. 


Since the government of New 
Spain was particularly vigorous at 
this period, settlements were 
established up and down the 


coast. Franciscan missionaries . 


were Spain's most effective 
pioneers, since no sane person 
without a strong faith would 
move voluntarily to the California 
wildemess. A mission was 
established at Santa Cruz in 
1792. The Fathers immediately 
set about teaching the Indians the 
benefits of hard work, Christianity 
and Spanish civilization. 

Before the Spaniards came, the 
local Indians existed peacefully 


and comfortably. 
Acorns, which are actually quite 
high in nutritional content, were a 
staple food, prepared in a variety 
of ways — usually cooked as a 
porridge or baked in a sort of 
pancake. 


The Costanoans had perfected 
basket— weaving to a fine art. 
Baskets could be made water- 
tight and used for cooking, and 
thus there was little need to 
develop the elaborate pottery of 
the Southwest Indians. : 


Cultural life was centerét 
around the communal 
smokehouse or sweathouse , a 
kind of local clubhouse. 
Spaniards who commented on 
the Indians’ laziness cited the 
inordinate amaqunt of time the 
Indians spent in these houses as 


evidence. What they were . 


la/most]) certainly noticing, 
however, was their own 
demoralizing effect on a previous 
healthy, vigorous culture. 


The Costanoans or Ohlone 
Indians of the Santa Cruz area 
could put up little defense against 
the technologically superior 
Spaniards. Their decentralized 
form of government made it 
impossible to organize on a large 
scale, for defense. Thus the 
Costanoans, like most other 
California Indians, were soon 
decimated without being able to 


offer any significant resistance. 


Although missionaries often used 
brutal methods to civilize ‘‘their‘’ 
Indians, the majority of the In- 
dians died from the introduction 
of new diseases. Cattle ranchers 
and the later gold miners and 
farmers completed the job by 
harrying the survivors off their 
land and into virtual extinction. 


The Santa Cruz Mission had its 
Indians farm the ‘‘potrero”’ or flat 
farmland which is’ today’s 
downtown area. They were 
rounded up and guarded by 
soldiers who were assigned to the 
Mission. In a few years Santa 


Cruz became one of the more 
prosperous and_ successful 
missions in Alta California. 

The Spanish authorities ° still 
worried about possible en- 
croachments from the more 
dynamic empires of Britain and 
Russia, however. A number of 
Civilian pueblos were established 
to consolidate the Spanish claim 
to California. These were Los 
Angeles, “San Jose and the 
slightly less illustrious Branciforte. 

Branciforte- was chosen over 
San Franeisco (which already had 
a mission and presidio) because 
the northern area seemed too cold 
and barren. It was established 
across the river from the Mission 
Santa Cruz and first settled by 
convicts and retired soldiers in 
1797. 

The town itself was laid out 
along what, today, is North Bran- 
ciforte Ave. The street itself 
wasmade perfectly straight and 
exactly a mile long so that horse

City-on-a-Hill’s Open Forism 


‘Visions of History’ 
Disappointing 


While this exhibit clearly 
showed the great need _ for 
revolution in Batista’s Cuba, and 
the widespread popularity of 
Fidel’s forces in those first few 
years, it was very inadequate in its 
follow-up of history. While no 
one can argue about the injustices 
of the previous regime, or the 
good of the Revolution, the in- 
completeness of this montage 
causes its failure to vividly convey 
the true story of the Cuban 
Revolution. 

In this portrayal of the Cuban 
Revolution and its consequences, 
missing were the pictures of 
men of the Second Front of 
Escambray being persecuted; of 
people lining up for food in front 
of empty markets and for clothing 
in front of empty — shops; of 
political prisoners and of powerful 
party members; of many shot 
attempting to escape; of poets 
and writers imprisoned for saying 
what they shouldn’t have; of 
families driven apart by the many 
incomprehensible issues and 
events that resulted from a power 


struggle which was behond the 
control of the elterng masses. 
While superbly il infg the 


inhumane conditions of the 
previous political system, the 
literature accompanying this 
pictorial lacked information about 
censorship and other sad aspects 
that are a part of the life of 
Cubans under Castro today. 


Fully sharing in the desire to 
expose the students of this 
University to the struggle for 
freedom of all the oppressed 
peoples of the world, | feel that 
nothing can be more enlightening 
for the students and helpful to 
these causes than complete 
presentations illustrating all sides 
of ohe events. It is my conviction 
that such one dimensional works 
as ‘Visions of History’’ should be 
brought up to a university level of 
work before being presented in a 
college library.

Concurrent with the pending 
relocation of administrative units 
at the third floor Applied 
Sciences, Acting Chancellor 
Anqus Taylor announced Mondav 
“tentative’’ plans for ad- 
ministrative reorganization. In his 
memorandum dated April 19, 
Taylor wrote that the ‘’proposals 
are not absolutely firm plans.” 

Major changes included in the 
proposal call for the creation of a 
powerful standing committee 
called Committee on Planning and 
Resources (CoPaR) and a new 
administrative post entitled Vice 
Chancellor of Student Affairs. 

The committee’s respon- 
sibilities would entail the coor- 
dination of Academic resources to 
the Colleges and the Divisions,

allocation of resources to the 
library and other central campus 
units, as well as allocate space to 
these various units. 

The committee would be 
composed of the Academic Vice 
Chancellor of Student Affairs, 
Business and Finance, Vice 
Chancellor of Student Affairs, 
Dean of the Graduate Division, a 
Divisional Dean, Chair of the 
Council of Provosts, Chair of the 
Academic Senate, 2 faculty 
members, and two students. The 
Chancellor would serve in the 
capacity of chairperson. 

Taylor also proposes the re- 
creation of an office of the Vice 
(or assistant) Chancellor of 
Student Affairs. The new office 
bears a strong resemblance to the 
former office of the Vice Chan-

If you ever attend a Board of 
Supervisors meeting you might 
witness five men, slightly bored 
and mildly perplexed, wade 
through a budget consisting 
largely of requested 
authorizations for land use 
permits and road repairs. These 
are the necessary minor decisions 
of county government. But it 
seems as though the larger issues 
get lost in the shuffle. The 
questions of the county’s basic 
needs and priorities are seldom 
raised, displaced by questions of 
“efficiency,’’ of making the 
government run smoothly on a 
day-to-day basis. 
basis. 

Yet in the last few years there 
have arisen a number of hopeful 
signs in the form of citizen's 
organizations which have 
challenged the basic assumptions 
of the bureaucrats and“ elected 
officials, and have proposed their 
own alternatives. One such group 
is Community Congress. Formed 
in early 1975, Community 
Congress is a coalition of 25 non- 
profit organizations operating in 
the county “— including the 
Women’s Health Center, Ecology 
Action, Switchboard, and Senior 
Citizen’s Legal Services. 


Their basic purpose is to claim 
more resources for the unmet 
needs of people in the county — a 
county in which 20% of the 
population if over 65, 12-20% 
unemployed, where one out of 
four families have incomes below 
$5,000, and where large gaps exist 
in basic services for people with 
fixed and low incomes. 

The maingtarget of Community 
Congress has been to obtain a 
greater portion of Revenue 
Sharing funds. In the 1975-76 
Revenue Sharing budget, 
proposed by the County Ada- 
ministrative Officer, only .5 million 
our of a total 4.5 million was

A report remarkably sym- 
pathetic to gays was recently 
released by the Massachusettes 
Department of Public Welfare. 
The study was initiated in 
response to ‘‘a series of events 
and allegations con- 
cerning homosexual exploitation 
of children in the care of the 
department, fraud in the payment 
process for foster care, and the 
unauthorized care of children by 
department personnel.” The 
study was written in co-operation 
with several spokespersons of the 
Boston gay community by Beth 
Warren, assistant welfare 
commissioner. Among the 
study’s more memorable 
statements were: ‘“‘based on 
findings in the case review, 
homosexuality per se is not 
evidence of unsuitability as a 
foster parent...Individuals should 
not therefore, be rejected as 
foster parents soley because of 
alleged or _ self-proclaimed 
homosexuality.’ Further —in- 
vestigations of ‘gay lifestyles and 
dynamics’”’ were recommended to 
_ aid in dealing with the gay 
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Community Congress 


sophistication ot county 
government. This pattern of 
priorities was typical of previous 
Santa Cruz County Revenue 
Sharing budgets, and of 
numerous other county budgets 
as well. 

In response, Community 
Congress wrote an alternative 
budget , criticizing about 2.3 
million dollars worth of County 
programs and offering an equal 
amount of programs of their own. 
They criticized some programs as 
being low priority (200,000 dollars 
for a paved parking lot when a dirt 
lot at % of the cost would suf- 
fice,) some programs as being 
politically and morally 
questionable (1.3 million dollars 
for the building of a new Law 
Enforcement Complex) and other 
programs for being absurd and 
unnecessary (250,000 dollars for 
an escalator in the county building 
between the -first and second 
floor). The programs they 
recommended fe funding were 
ones fen non-profit 
organizations, ang such 
basic services as health care, child 
care, odrug rehabilitation, and aid 
to seniors. C.C. distributed copies 
of their budget to each of the 
supervisors, and C.C. 
representatives attended the 
annual budget hearing in June to 
advocate their version of how the 
Revenue Sharing budget should 


OB ng tney won. Not completely, 
but importantly. The Board of 
Supervisors slashed some of the 
programs that C.C. had been 
critical of, while at the same time 
granting funding to about $1.4 
million in community programs. A 
‘figure like 1.4 million, for those of 
you who are attuned to the 
magnitudes of federal programs 
with funding in the billions, may 
not seem like much. But in the 
local context the extra amount 
menat 10's and 100’s more people 
receiving health care, counselling 
or legal assistance. 

Herein lies the possibilities of 
participating in local government. 
Because of the smaller scale of 


community. Warren also, for their

According to the April 1 issue of 
Patchwork (the journal of a 
similarly named organization, an 
association of California gay 
student. organizations): 
“USC's Law Center has added 
the words ‘sexual orientation’ to 
its non-discrimination policy, 
used in the selection of students 
and employment and retention of 
faculty and staff. 


“Dr. Donald Knutson, USC 
professor of law , siad this action 
means ‘the Law Center will not 
make available its placement 
facilities to prospective employers 
whose hiring practices are in- 
consistent with the Law School's 
policy.’ 

One of these groups primarity 
affected, the article goes on to 
say, is the military. This emen- 


county government, and because 
its governing bureaucracy is 
usually less sophisticated than in 
state or federal levels, there is 
greater room for well-organized, 
well-informed groups such as 
Community Congress to gain 
tangible political results in a short 
period of time. Community 
Congress's efforts were 
significant not only for the im- 
mediate results achieved, but for 
the process they engaged in as 
well--demystifying the obscurities 
of county budget-making, 
challenging bureaucratic 
authorities, and involving _ in- 
terested individuals and groups in 
the county's decision making 
process. 

* Community Congress is now 
engaged in preparing an alter- 
native budget for the coming 
year, as well as looking at the 
budget of Santa Cruz and 
Watsonville. They will be 
scrutinizing such areas as the 
Sheriff's budget, new office 
machinery requests, the county 
investment program, the health 
and social services departments, 
as well as the recently proposed 
multi-million dollar capital im- 
provements program for the City 
of Santa Cruz.

dation resolves the question of 
whether or not to let the Marines 
use the law center's facilities. 
Their recruiters had been using 
the law building, something which 
Knutson and the Gay Student's 
Union were trying to prevent. 
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Assembly member Alan Sieroty 
(D-Santa Monica, West L.A.) has 
introduced a_ bill (AB 3823) 
designed to combat questionable 
vice prosecution proceedures. 
Basically, it asks that there be 
another witness besides the vice- 
squad officer before any arrests 
are made for lewd conduct. This 
would make sure that the 
judgment of the officer isn't the 
Sole criterion for arrest. To quote 
Sieroty: ‘‘Lewd conduct offenses 
are discriminately applied against 
homosexuals. This bill seeks to 
eliminate questionable en- 
trapment activities of vice officers 
who seem to have nothing better 
to do than to lurk in homosexual 
bars and movies and in toilets.” 

The bill would also change a 
second arrest. for indecent ex- 
posure from a felony to a 
misdemeanor. 
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races could be held on it. 

Just below Branciforte Ave. 
Was a pit where townspeople 
staged bull — and — bear fights. 

The town itself was a failure, 
since the settlers and_ their 
decendants became cattle— 
ranchers and preferred to live on 
their grants. Over the next 50 
years a distinct culture of 
“‘californios’’ evolved mostly 
along the coast and inland rivers, 
where 
tranportation were easy. 

There were fewer than 10,000 
non—Indians in all of Califarnia 
before 1848, and they were 
scattered thinly on huge ranchas. 
In Santa Cruz, Martina Castro, 
daughter of pioneer settler 
Joaquin Castro, held the largest 
grant — a whopping 36,000 acres. 

Some of her descendants still 
reside in the county. — 

The californios raised little more 
than the food they ate and the 
cattle whose hides they exported 
to the U.S. Nearly everything else 
was imported including such 
things as shoes which were often

communication \ and _ 


ifrom California leather 
shipped from around the Horn, 
finished or 
shipped back again. 

To most californios, as to 
cattle—ranchers'9 almost 
everywhere, farming was a 
drudgery. The major passions 
were horse—racing, guitar— 
playing and dancing the fan- 
dango, according to observers 
such as Richard Henry Dana. This 
easy, bucolic way of life was 
hardly upset at all by the Mexican 
War for Independence. 

The arrival of Americans and 
other foreigners, beginning in the 
1830's, heralded far—reaching 
changes. Mountain man Issac 
Graham was one of the earliest of 
these restless immigrants. He led 
a party of American woodspeople 
who settled in the hills and built 
the first sawmills in Zayante and 
Felton. He also took part in two 
California revolutions: the 
Alvarado Revolt in 1836, and 
Fremont’s Bear Flag Revolt in 
1846. The old order was about to 
be turned upside down by such 
unruly migrants.

cellor of Student Affairs under the 
McHenry Administration which 
was responsible for many of the 
same units. 

When implemented, _ this 
position will be responsible for the 
Office of Enrollments (which 
includes Financial Aids, Ad- 
missions, and Relations with 
Schools), the Student Affairs 
Consortium, Office of Health 
Services, Student. Activities, 
Career Planning Counselling, and 
Sports and Recreation. Both the 
Consortium and Enrollments are 
currently reporting directly to the 
Chancellor. 

The proposal also suggests the 
possibility of moving respon- 
sibility for the Campus Police and 
the Office of the Registrar and 
Academic Services under the new 
administrative officer. In an in- 
terview with the PRESS, Taylor 


stated that the decision will be 
made after he has_ received 
adequate feedback for and 
against such moves. 

The Provosts and Deans will no 
longer report to Vice- Chancellor 
of Academic Affairs Cota-Robles 
but directly to the Chancellor. 


Various administrative sources 
consider the proposal 
authoritative, well conceived, and 
that in general, it shows a good 
understanding of the campus. 

What remains to be seen are 1) 
whether this second 
reorganization in two years ab- 
sorbs even more resources in an 
already oversized Central Ad- 
ministration, 2) can such a large 
committee seriously deal with the 
charge it has been given, and 3) 
finally, will the proposal as a 
whole be accepted by the 
Provosts. 


Bookstore Proposal

A proposal that a cooperative 
bookstore replace the existing one 
owned by the Follett’s Cor- 
poration was presented last 
Monday to Charlie Gilbert, 
Campus Business Manager, by 
members of the Student Union. 

The proposal recommended 
three points: ‘’1) that the 
University buy back the bookstore 
inventory, and facilitate the 
arrangement of a loan for initial 
capita? outlay, 2) that the present 
staff and local management be 
retained to maintain the operation 
of the store during a transition to 
a cooperative structure, and 3) 
that a committee of workers and 
students be formed to develop 
this cooperative model and to 
oversee its’ initiation and 
operation.” 

Stating that, ‘‘we believe a 
cooperative is the model most 
responsive to our needs,’ the 
Student Union proposal is an 
attempt to, ‘‘eliminate the profit 
motive philosophy and the costs 
incurred to students and workers 
including high prices and low 


wages.” 

Gilbert received the written 
proposal from the Student Union 
members but gave them no 
response on Monday. 

The four-member negotiating 
team (a committee of the 


University Bookstore Committee) 


met also on that day to prepare 
for upcoming negotiations with 
the Follett’s Corporation for a 2 
year contract. (Follett’s is the only 
bidder for the contract.) Ac- 
cording to Gilbert, they had all 
seen a copy of the cooperative 
proposal but did not discuss it 
during the meeting. Lamont 
Royer, Assistant Campus 
Business Manager and a member 
of the negotiating team, said he 
had ‘’no opinion at all’ on the 
proposal and Gilbert told the 
Press, ‘The team is busy trying to 
negotiate with Follett’s...1 don’t 
know what we're going to do - 
about ‘the cooperative.” 

Student Union members are 
currently researching ways to 
implement and run a cooperative 
bookstore. Meanwhile, the 
negotiating team meets with 
Follett’s on Thursday.

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Contact Improvisation at Kresge

As we enter the Kresge Town 


Hall, it seems that the per- 
formance ‘’Re:Union 2’’ has 
already begun. On the square 
wooden floor in the center of the 
hall, five performers are stret- 
ching, shaking, balancing, pacing. 
Rows of spectators sit around the 
edge of the floor, some talking 
quietly. Four video cameras are 
posted around the room; in the 
back, Rob Schaeffer sits at the 
video mixdown console, con- 
centrating on the four blue images 
before him, grinning as if it were 
his birthday. 

It dawns on me that what | am 
watching is a warm-up. The 
performers sometimes lift or 
support one another; oc- 
casionally, one stands at the edge 
of the floor, just watching. 
Throughout the evening, the 
performers are unafraid to cough, 
laugh, breathe or talk. These 
sounds and the environmental 
noise are the only music for the 
movement. The ambience is 
basically that of a martial arts 
class. The informality extends 
beyond the dance floor; the 
audience is at ease, too. 

Gradually, five solos become 
three solos and one duet: two of 
the men have begun to improvise. 
They often touch each other, 
though rarely with their hands. 
They seemed tuned into each 


other in almost every way, as they 
initiate and trade movements. 
Constantly aware of one 
another's position, they provide 
support at just the right moments. 
The two seem to be holding a 
conversation in movement, where 
the exchange is not one of ideas 
but rather of energy states. 

The duet gradually ends. A 
woman steps forward and 
dedicates the performance to the 
development of solar energy. The 
concert begins, and becomes a 
series of duets like this first one, 
improvisations in close ensemble. 

The movement we had seen 
(and were to see) was contact 
‘improvisation. The program noted 
that ‘Contact Improvisation is an 
evolving system of movement 
based on the communication 
between two moving bodies that 
are in contact, and their combined 
relationship to the physical laws 
that govern their motion — mass 
(gravity), momentum, inertia...” 
Much of this was directly ob- 
servable in the performance. The 
performers had an_ acute 
knowledge of the ground: where 
it was, how to fall into it, how to 
use it in moving. Moments of no- 
motion often developed from or 
into the swinging trunk or limbs 
(including the head), as if to point 
out that inertia is'a moment of 
equilibrium. 

The real essence of contact 
improv, however, seems to be the 


contact. Techniques of 
movement evolve from concepts 
about where in the body 
movement is initiated. Thus, in 
ballet, movement is initiated from 
the chest and spine; in Graham 
technique, from the pelvis; in 
Hawkins technique, from the solar 
plexus. While watching the 
contact improv people, it seemed 
to me. time and again that 
movement was being initiated 
either from the point of the 
partners’ physical contact or 
(pardon me _ for sounding 
mystical) from a certain meeting 
point of psychic energies. 

Let me give an example.The 
contact improv people displayed 
some very ingenious ways of 
getting over, under and around 
each others’ bodies without traffic 
jams resulting. But because the 
movement was improvised and 
not choreographed, they oc- 
casionally reached a point from 
which motion could not continue. 
(Pauses are characteristic of many 
kinds of improvisation.) These 


performers, however, had a magic. 


way of sustaining the flow 
through the potential dead ends. 
Here, the transfer of energy 
between partners was not a 
physical one, and the flowing 
ensemble must be attributed to an 
incredibly sensitive perception of 
mutual intent. Psychic, | call it. 

To perform is to assert a world. 
The social world asserted in

column was conceived. Perhaps 
the lack of participation can be

ANY, recourse to exaggeration or 
mannered verbosity. The question 
which we have been unwittingly 
addressing our energies to seems 
to be this: How far must we go to 
outrage the amoeba-like con- 
sumers of art in this community 
and to inspire some constructive 
responses to what we do. Must | 
‘stoop to the insulting tactic of 
punning to elicit some par- 
ticipation in our ‘forum over 
content’’?

contact improv is an attractive 
one. The keynote is ensemble, a 
solidarity brought about by in- 
terdependence and mutual 
awareness.

The 
other strong social assertion is 
communication: communication, 
in| movement, of momentary 
psychic states. And this is no self- 
indulgent ‘‘expression’’ but rather 
the coordination of an internal 
state with an -external state.
